W. C. Winsb orough of Kansas City , 
Mo., who is greatly Interested in civic 
Improvement, does not b elieve that 
Kansas City should stop at cleaning 
up the downtown streets and b eautify ­ 
ing the b usiness section, hut should ex­ 
tend it to the residential sections. 
In stating his views to a Kansas 
City Star reporter he made the follow­ 
ing good suggestions for Improvement 
of towns; 
“The 300 b lock idea and the 1,100 
b lock crusade are fine attempts at 
civic b etterment, and they should b e 
followed b y similar efforts for b eauti­ 
fy ing the residence districts of the 
city . 
A clean downtown b usiness dis­ 
trict should go hand in hand with an 
attractive collection of homes in which 
these b usiness men and their families 
live. 
This b eautify ing idea should b e­ 
come prevalent in Kansas City , as it 
has in Cleveland, Philadelphia, Brook­ 
ly n and other eastern cities. 
Several 
y ears ago the women's 
of thrr 
Mauul'acturers and Merchants’ associa­ 
tion took up the matter of interesting 
Kansas City people in improving the 
appearance of their homes b y the 
planting of flowers and the improving 
of their lawns. 
Prizes were offered, 
and the success of the movement indi­ 
cated the widespread Interest taken in 
it. With the ab olition of the auxiliary , 
however, the movement died and no 
one lias started it again.’’ 
Mr. Winsb orough was one of the 
leaders in the home improvement cru­ 
sade and is still a b eliever in its b en­ 
efits, not only b ecause of the added at­ 
tractiveness presented b y the homes, 
b ut as a good citizen maker and moral 
agent. 
“The planting of flowers and shrub s 
is not alone an advantage to the house­ 
holder b ecause of the added b eauty 
they give to his property ,” he said, 
“b ut it gives instruction to his growing 
children. 
Every child is b enefited b y 
a knowledge of plant life. 
The city 
children learn too little of ordinary 
b otanical facts. 
By tb e institution of 
such a movement these disadvantages 
of city life are removed. 
It could b e 
inaugurated with little troub le, and 
once started it would spread of itself. 
No man will watch his neighb or b eau­ 
tify ing and cleaning up his property 
without try ing to enniinte hu-tu—The 
city health and police departments 
could greatly assist in the crusade b y 
compelling property owners to ob ey 
the ordinance concerning cleanliness.’’
